A NUISANCE pensioner has 
been handed an Anti-Social 
Behaviour Order (Asbo) for 
harassment and using foul 
language. 

Patrick Hassaen, of Wheatsheaf 
Close, Ely, appeared at Ely Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court last Thursday where a 
two-year Asbo was imposed. 

The 69-year-old was also found guilty of a 
public order offence and was given a 
conditional discharge for two years. 

Hassaen is prohibited from making any 
unreasonable noise, shouting or swearing 
inside his home so loud that it causes 
harassment, alarm or distress to his 
neighbours. 

He is also banned from abusing any 
person verbally or in writing. 

Neighbours of Hassaen, who say they have 
put up with his “horrific abuse” for years, 
have celebrated the magistrates’ decision. 

One woman, who did not want to be 
named, said: “Finally, we will be able to live 
in peace. 

“We have put up with his vile language, 
irritating habits and horrific abuse for years 
and it is about time it was put to an end.” 

Another neighbour said: “I knew it would 
come to this and hopefully it will work for 
the benefit of us all.

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Tower hide is 
given makeover 
at fen reserve 


AN iconic feature of the Wicken Fen 
Nature Reserve has been given a make¬ 
over. 

The Tower Hide, which stands alongside 
Wicken Lode, has been re-thatched using 
sedge harvested from the reserve last 
summer. 

The 30ft hide, which is a firm favourite 
with visitors, has wooden staircases that 
enable tourists to get a real bird’s eye view 
of the reserve. 

Carried out by teams of National Trust 
staff and volunteers, the annual practice of 
sedge harvesting at Wicken can be traced 
back to 1419. 

One of the Wicken Fen Team who 
helped harvest the sedge was visitor 
services manager Isabel Sedgwick. 

She said: “It was hot, tiring, back¬ 
breaking work and I have great admiration 
for the fen folk who for generations earned 
their living harvesting sedge on the fen. 

“It’s fantastic to see the outcome of all 
our hard work being put to such good use 
re-thatching the hide.” 

The re-thatching of the Tower Hide is 
part of an ongoing programme to 
enhance Wicken Fen’s bird watching 
facilities, including the renovation of the 
East Mere Hide and the installation of a 
bird viewing platform on Tubney Fen 
planned for later this year. 

Funds for the conservation project have 
been donated by the St Albans National 
Trust Association and visitors to the fen 
who have purchased tickets for the 
National Trust’s annual property draw, 
proceeds of which support conservation 
work.

SCHOOLS across the region 
are hailing the achieve¬ 
ments of their students after 
their record-breaking GCSE 
performances. 

Students picked up their results 
last Thursday and for the majority 
of students, judging by the figures, 
it was celebrations all round. 

The Government assesses 
schools by the number of pupils 
achieving at least five GCSES at 
grades A*-C. 

Forty-seven per cent of all GCSE 
examinations taken by King’s 
School Ely students were graded A 
or A* with one in seven passing 10 
or more subjects with these top 
grades. 

Overall, 93 per cent of passes 
were graded A*-C and 97 per cent 
of pupils achieved five or more 
passes at A-C. 

Overall pass rate between A-G 
was 100 per cent. 

Sue Freestone, the head of 
King’s, the region’s oldest indep¬ 
endent school, said: “GCSEs rep¬ 
resent the first opportunity for 
young people to prove themselves 
in a currency that is nationally 
recognised. King’s students have 
done very well this year and their 
results are well deserved.” 

Top achievers were Oliver Moses 
with 12 A grades, including four at 
A*, and Holly Emms and Ianthe 
Greenwood each with 10 A*. 

Students at the City of Ely 
Community College achieved the 
best results in the college’s history, 
with 70 per cent of students ach¬ 
ieving five or more higher grades. 

This is an improvement on last 
year’s record by 10 per cent. 

Within this record-breaking year 
group there was also a marked 
increase in the number of grades 


at A* and A with 31 students 
achieving five or more GCSEs at 
the highest level. 

A total of 58 per cent of students 
entered for the college’s specialist 
business subjects achieved at least 
a grade C. Thirty six per cent of 
students achieved at least five or 
more GCSE A*-C grades, including 
English and maths, which al¬ 
though a decline on the same 
statistic last year, was an improve¬ 
ment on previous years. 

College principal, Catherine 
fenkinson-Dix, said: “I am del¬ 
ighted with the wonderful achieve¬ 
ment of many of our students this 
year, and particular congrat¬ 
ulations go to two students who 
both achieved A* in all 13 of their 
subjects.” 

Witchford Village College stud¬ 
ents also achieved record-breaking 
results. Seventy per cent of stud¬ 
ents scooped five A*-C grades in 
their results. 

Principal David Taylor said: “Our 
staff and students worked incred¬ 
ibly hard to achieve these results 
and I am immensely proud of all 


concerned. 

“I am also very grateful for the 
tremendous support provided by 
parents and our governing body.” 

Among the star students were 
Sophie Bennett who achieved five 
A*, two As and two Bs, David 
Ascough with seven A* and five As, 
Carys Breeze with one A*, nine As 
and one B, Alice Campbell with 
two A*, six As and three Bs, Robin 
Guy with six A*, two As and one B 
and Matthew Syfret with seven A*, 
three As and two Bs. 

The number of students at 
Soham Village College with A* or A 
grades was 21 per cent and those 
with five A*-C grades was 73 per 
cent. 

Cllr Martin Curtis, Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet 
member for children, said: “The 
results announced so far indicate 
that GCSE students have excelled 
again. Their success is down to 
many months of commitment and 
study, supported by their families 
and inspired by the professional¬ 
ism and dedication of their 
teachers.”

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Rapist to sene six years 
over ‘horrifying’ attacks

A CAMBRIDGE man will spend at 
least six years in prison for the 
“horrifying and degrading” rapes of 
a woman and a 15-year-old girl 
during a burglary 

Martin Abbs, 31, was part of a three-strong 
gang which broke in to the woman’s home in 
Littleport in a revenge attack over an alleged 
theft, Cambridge Crown Court heard earlier 
this year. The gang, who wore disguises 
including a ‘Scream’ mask, carried a 
knuckle-duster, knife and screwdriver. 

Abbs, of Hazelwood Close, raped the 
woman while her 15-year-old son, who had 
been headbutted in the face, was downstairs. 

He also raped the 15-year-old girl, before 
dragging the pair outside to a footpath and 
raping them again. Abbs, a father of five, had 
previously pleaded guilty to two counts of 
rape and a count of attempted rape against 
the woman, as well as two counts of rape 
against the 15-year-old. 

Before passing sentence last week, Crown 
court Judge Jonathan Haworth described the 
ordeal he put his victims through as 
“horrifying and degrading”. 

He said Abbs was a significant risk to 
members of the public, adding these were 
“some of the worst cases of rape” he had 
seen. He said Abbs had “coerced and 
humiliated” the victims, adding: “Your 
seriously violent behaviour shows no sign of 
abating.” 

Alastair Malcolm, mitigating, said of Abbs: 
“He does express his great sorrow for what 
he put those two victims through and for 
what he did that night.” 

He said although Abbs had previous 
convictions for common assault, two counts 
of battery and wounding, this was the first 
time he had been convicted of offences of a 
sexual nature. 

Judge Haworth handed Abbs an indeter¬ 
minate sentence of imprisonment for public 
protection. This means Abbs has no 
automatic right to be released. 

He must serve a minimum period of six 
years’ imprisonment before he can apply to 
be released. 

Det Sgt Phill Richardson, who investigated 
the case, welcomed the sentence. 

He said: “This is one of the most horr¬ 
endous cases I have worked on in my 20 
years as a police officer. It was a very difficult 
and protracted inquiry that has led to the 
conviction of a very dangerous offender.”

“Living near this man is a 
nightmare and I hope the Asbo 
works.” 

Brian Tully, anti-social behav¬ 
iour co-ordinator for East 
Cambridgeshire Community 
Safety Partnership, said: “This 
really was a last resort. Patrick 
Hassaen already had a har¬ 
assment warning from the 
police. 

“The Community Safety 
Partnership tried to work with 
Hassaen on a voluntary basis, 
by establishing an Acceptable 
Behaviour Contract in February 
this year. 


“It was explained very clearly 
that if the abusive behaviour 
continued, the consequences 
would almost certainly be a 
criminal charge and an Asbo 
application. 

“However, he breached the 
harassment warning and the 
Acceptable Behaviour Contract 
within a month, and today is the 
culmination of the legal process. 

“Asbos are designed to be 
preventative, not punitive. We 
want to bring an end to the epi¬ 
sodes of anti-social behaviour 
which have made his neigh¬ 
bours’ lives a misery. 

“The restrictions imposed by 


the court are intended to pro¬ 
vide protection to people in our 
community who should be able 
to live their lives in the safety of 
their own homes without 
suffering torrents of abuse. 

“Because Hassaen did gen¬ 
erally comply with the bail 
conditions after the case was 
first brought to court, I hope 
that he will similarly respect the 
Asbo. Otherwise, breaching the 
conditional discharge or Asbo 
could have very serious con¬ 
sequences.”

Funds boost for unit 
after show for Sarah 


AN all-singing, all-dancing 
variety show held in memory of 
schoolgirl Sarah Oldham raised 
£11,000 for charity, it has been 
revealed. 

More than 700 people flocked 
to the NCCU Variety 
Performance in May which saw 
dozens of musicians and dance 
troupes from across the county 
unite on stage. 

Held over two days, Sarah’s 
Show aimed to raise money for 
the Neurosciences Critical Care 
Unit at Addenbrooke’s Hospital - 
where Sarah was cared for 
before she died. 

The show’s organisers, 
members of Ely Amateur 
Theatre group, have well and 
truly smashed their fundraising 
target of £7,000 after all the 


money was collected. 

The grand total of £11,000 
will help the unit to buy a 
portable scanner, to be used by 
the doctors who fought to save 
Sarah’s life. 

Sarah, 17, died after being 
involved in a car crash in 
January. She was left in a 
critical condition after the car 
she was travelling in hit an 
electricity pylon on the A142 at 
Mepal. 

Sarah, of The Row, Sutton, 
died from head injuries at 
Addenbrooke’s on January 14, 
two days after the crash. 

The variety performance was 
held at Witchford Village 
College, the school she attended 
before starting her A-levels at 
City of Ely Community College.

Littleport came to a standstill 14 days 
ago when 200 tonnes of tyres went up in 
flames at recycling plant, Murfitts. 

Ten fire crews from across Cam¬ 
bridgeshire fought to put out the inferno 
on Friday, August 21, which could be 
seen from as far away as Mildenhall. 

But today, two weeks later, the fire is 
still smouldering and black smoke is still 
billowing from the site. 

Debbie Schultz, of nearby Parsons 
Lane, said: “The worst thing has been 
keeping the smoke out of our home. We 
have only just started to open our 
windows as it has been so thick and 
smelly. 

“Even now, it is still coming over our 
house when the wind changes so we are 
still on guard. 

“The whole ordeal really has been like 
something out of a freak horror film.” 

A mother-of-three, who lives along 
Wisbech Road but did not want to be 
named, said: “Since the fire started it has 
been a case of rushing in and out of the 
house and closing all doors and 
windows. It has been horrific - I have 
even been worried about letting the 
dogs out.” 

Employees at nearby businesses, 
including those on E-Space North 
Business Park, were evacuated from 
their premises as the inferno continued 
to rage. 

The day after the blaze started, Cam-

bridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
announced it would have to let it burn 
out and residents were warned the fire 
could smoulder for “several days”. 

But dozens of disgruntled residents 
have contacted the Weekly News com¬ 
plaining about the fire. 

Annette Littler, of nearby Meadow 
Court, blasted the fire service for “a lack 
of concern for residents”. 

She said: “I did not receive any 
information until four or five days after 
the fire started. 

“That is ridiculous and I, and every 
resident in the village, should have 
received a leaflet the following day 
informing us of what to do.” 

Neil Newberry, assistant chief fire, 
said: “The decision to print leaflets was 
made after a multi-agency meeting last 
Tuesday, which determined that this 
would be a long-term incident. 

“Before this stage, no long terms 
plans had been made for the incident, 
and so the decision was taken not to 
print leaflets as the information could 
have become out of date very quickly. 

“Once a long term strategy had been 
agreed it took just two days to design, 
print and distribute the leaflets to 
residents.” 

Meanwhile, bosses at the village’s St 
George’s Medical Centre say the number 
of people coming to them with 
respiratory complaints has risen as a 
result of the blaze. 

Yvonne Bartram, managing partner, 
said asthma sufferers were struggling 
with the fumes. But air tests carried out 
by the Environment Agency found no 
detectable levels of toxins. 

Firefighters returned to the site on 
Tuesday to supervise a clean up which 
has been agreed by the loss adjusters. 

Contractors and machinery were 
brought in to shift several large piles of 
tyres and rubber products which were 
not affected by fire. The remains of the 
corrugated metal buildings and several 
lorries were also cleared.

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Livery yard raiders

HORSE owners have been 
left thousands of pounds 
out of pocket after thieves 
raided a livery yard.

“A lot of valuable equipment has 
been stolen, which is devastating, 
but we are just grateful none of the 
horses was touched. They were 
very on edge when we came in on 
the next morning though.” 

Mrs Meningen, who has run the 
yard for two years, lives in Coveney 
and discovered the burglary when 
she turned up at the yard at 7am 
last Tuesday. 

She and her son have horses 
grazing at the centre, but the

majority are other people’s horses 
which they care for. 

Mrs Meningen said: “When I 
arrived at the yard I went to unlock 
the chain around the gate but saw 
that it was not on properly. 

“I just thought someone had not 
secured it from the night before 
but once my son had started 
feeding the horses, he noticed the 
tack container door was wide 
open. 

“So much had been taken and 
they even took the time to unclip 
head collars from the horse’s stable 
doors.” 

She is warning other horse own¬ 
ers to be on their guard. 

Mrs Meningen, a freelance riding 
instructor, said: “We thought our 
yard was really safe but obviously 
not. These people will go to any 
extremes to get what they want.”

Jailed fake passport 
man to be deported 


AN illegal immigrant 
who sneaked into the 
UK with a fake passport 
and was caught working 
in a Cambridgeshire 
restaurant has been 
jailed. 

Mashuk Ahmed should be 
deported back to Bangladesh 
at the end of his eight-month 
sentence, a judge at Camb¬ 
ridge Crown Court ruled. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said 39-year-old Ahmed had 
been challenged by an immi¬ 
gration officer while he work-

ed at the Ali Taj restaurant in 
Soham, on August 20. 

Ahmed gave the officer a 
different name and said he 
was born in 1978, producing 
a Bangladeshi passport to 
support his claim. 

But checks revealed his 
true age and identity, and it 
turned out the passport had 
been altered by the insertion 
of Ahmed’s photo in place of 
that of the original holder. 
Miss Walker said Ahmed 


quickly owned up and told 
officials he had got into the 
country illegally on fuly 4. 

She said: “He said it was a 
stupid mistake driven by his 
desperation to enter the UK.” 

Ahmed pleaded guilty to 
possession of a false identity 
document with intent. 

Charles Snelling, mitigat¬ 
ing, said Ahmed had come to 
the UK in a bid to raise some 
money to pay for the care of 
his mother, who is ill in Bang¬ 
ladesh. 

He said his client had pur¬ 
chased the fake passport for 
£5,000 and had only managed 


to pay back £3,500 so far, so 
will have to pay back more 
cash when he gets home. 

Mr Snelling added: “His 
mother is still unwell and he 
is keen to be deported to look 
after her as soon as possible.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth 
said Ahmed would serve half 
his prison term before he is 
deported. 

He said: “Those who pur¬ 
chase false passports create 
difficulties in the identifi¬ 
cation of people and in travel 
documentation, and it is this 
court’s duty to preserve the 
integrity of such documents.”

Cocaine in 
boot mum 
sent to Jail 


A MOTHER-OF-TWO who was 
caught with a bag containing 
£70,000 worth of cocaine, after 
meeting a dealer from Haverhill, 
has been jailed for two years. 

Kathleen Taylor, 43, had denied any 
knowledge of the contents of the bag, which 
police found in the boot of her car during a 
raid last December, split into 71 individual 
wraps. 

Taylor was close to tears at Ipswich Crown 
Court where Judge John Holt told her: “Your 
offending is so serious that you must go to 
prison.” 

Taylor, who worked as a carer, was found 
guilty in July of possession of a Class A drug 
with intent to supply. The court heard that 
Taylor, of Windmill Close, Ely, had pleaded 
not guilty and continued to maintain that 
she was innocent despite the jury’s verdict. 
She had no previous convictions. 

Charles Myatt, appearing for Taylor, said: 
“She has nothing but scorn for those 
involved in the pedalling of illicit drugs.” 

He said she would never had had 
anything to do with the man who gave her 
the bag containing the cocaine, if she had 
known that he was a drug dealer. 

That man, Stuart Neighbour, 56, from 
Great Wratting, arrested at the same time as 
Taylor, is serving an eight-year sentence 
after pleading guilty to possession of 
cocaine, LSD and cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

Mr Myatt said: “Mrs Taylor was far 
removed, about as far removed as one can 
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get, from the chain of supply of the 
cocaine.” He described her offending as “a 
catastrophic one off”. 

During Taylor’s trial the jury heard that 
last December police officers observed her 
leaving Neighbour’s house in Great 
Wratting. A short time later they were 
stopped by police on the AJ307 just outside 
Haverhill, where the car, a VW Passatt, was 
searched. 

Officers discovered J.5kg of cocaine with 
a street value of £70,000. Back at 
Neighbour’s house a search of Taylor’s 
parked Ford Escort car was carried out and 
revealed a carrier bag in the boot containing 
J.4kg of cocaine, also worth about £70,000. 
Taylor had been seen to go to the back of 
her car before leaving the house with 
Neighbour. 

Taylor said that she first met Neighbour at 
a party and had become friends with him. 
While visiting him in December he had said 
that he needed to “pop out” for something 
and suggested that she accompany him. 

She claimed that as she got into his car he 
handed her a carrier bag and asked her to 
leave it in her own car. Taylor said she went 
to leave it on the front passenger seat but 
Neighbour told her to put it in the boot. 

Judge Holt said Taylor had provided a 
secondary role to Neighbour, a “significant 
drug dealer”. However, he said she must be 
sentenced on the basis that she was know¬ 
ingly an accomplice to helping Neighbour.

Extended contract for 
care firm in death case 
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HEALTH bosses are ext¬ 
ending the contract of an 
out-of-hours GP company 
which hired a doctor who 
accidentally killed a pat¬ 
ient on his first shift. 

NHS Cambridgeshire is to pay 
Take Care Now (TCN) for an extra 
two months after originally 
pledging to terminate its contract 
on January 31 next year. 

TCN has come under fire after 
a German-registered doctor it 
hired, Daniel Ubani, accidentally 
killed Manea resident David Gray 
by giving him 10 times the reco¬ 
mmended dose of a painkilling 
drug. 

The Care Quality Commission, 
the UK’s health watchdog, is 
conducting an inquiry into 
services provided by TCN in five 
primary care trust areas, des¬ 
cribing the case of Mr Gray as 
“deeply disturbing”. 

NHS Cambridgeshire said the 
contract extension, which applies 
to all of the county’s four out-of- 
hours GP providers, was needed 
to allow for public consultation 
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and a “rigorous procurement 
process” on a new out-of-hours 
service for the whole county. 

But Cllr Geoff Heathcock, Lib 
Dem spokesman for health on 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said: “I am anxious that a pro¬ 
vider that clearly has not del¬ 
ivered the sort of quality people 
expect has got an extension.” 

NHS Cambridgeshire said its 
decision to terminate all the con¬ 
tracts, including that of TCN, was 
not prompted by the Manea case 
but was part of a pre-planned 
shake-up. 

The trust is also under fire for 
approving the draft service speci¬ 
fication for the county’s new out- 
of-hours system before the public 
have had a chance to express 
their views. 

Changes to the service speci¬ 
fication arising from public con¬ 
sultation will be “negotiated with 
the successful bidder as contract 
variations”, say trust papers. 


The draft service specification 
does not refer to any limits on 
foreign doctors commuting long 
distances from outside the UK to 
work out-of-hours shifts. 

Ubani said in a letter of apol¬ 
ogy to Mr Gray’s family that he 
had been tired by the “trem¬ 
endous stress” of flying and 
driving from Germany when he 
administered the overdose of a 
drug he had “not been con¬ 
versant with”. 

Prospective operators for the 
new out-of-hours service will be 
asked to bid to provide services 
for all Cambridgeshire patients or 
for one of two geographical areas 
- north or south. 

At present, the county is cov¬ 
ered by TCN in East Cambs and 
Fenland, GPs’ group Camdoc in 
Cambridge and South Cambs, 
Huntsdoc in Huntingdonshire 
and Peterborough Doctors on 
Call. 

NHS Cambridgeshire has said 
the recently announced resig¬ 
nation of its chief executive, Chris 
Banks, was not related to the TCN 
affair.

Mountain man 




A JOURNALIST will be 
swapping the flat landscape 
of Cambridgeshire for new 
heights this week to raise 
money for sick children. 

Matt Wilkinson, 32, will head to 
Africa tomorrow to climb Mt Kili¬ 
manjaro. 

By taking on the 5,850m summit, 
Matt hopes to raise at least £1,000 for 
East Anglia’s Children’s Hospices 
(EACH), which provides care and 
support for children with life- 
threatening illnesses and their 
families.

He added: “I chose to raise money 
for EACH as I feel very fortunate 
never to have had to call on their ser¬ 
vices, and I wanted to help children 
and families who are in a less 
fortunate position.” 

So far, Matt, business editor of 
science magazine Chemistry World, 
has raised over £500.

Council buys drainage papers 


A UNIQUE set of papers 
about the draining of the 
Fens have been bought by 
archivists for £30,000. 

Officers at Cambridgeshire County 
Council bought the 17th century 
records - which take up 124m of 
shelf space - at auction, beating off 
strong bidding from several 
American universities. 

The principal papers concern the 
involvement of Sir Miles Sandys in 
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the Fen Project of 1600-63, which 
saw thousands of acres of marshy 
fens turned into arable farm land. 

Sir Miles, First Baronet (1563- 
1645), of Wilburton within the Isle of 
Ely, was the deputy governor of the 
Bedford Level Corporation, which 
carried out the drainage project. 


It is one of the few remaining 
archives related to the drainage 
project as the Bedford Level Corp¬ 
oration’s official records were 
destroyed in the Great Fire of 
London in 1666. 

Sir Peter Brown, cabinet member 
for communities, said: “This latest 
acquisition is a vital addition to the 
papers which record one of the 
area’s most ambitious and important 
engineering achievements.” 

Christine May, the council’s arch¬ 


ives and local studies manager, 
added: “Fen drainage tended to be 
highly controversial, pitting large 
landowners and investors who saw 
the potential of the fertile soil, 
against locals who made their living 
from the marshy fens.” 

The newly-obtained papers were 
purchased at auction thanks to 
major donations from the Museums, 
Libraries and Archives Council, the 
Victorian and Albert Museum and 
the Friends of the National Libraries.

Staff strike

The strikes affected residents living in 
Ely, Soham, Haddenham and Isleham. 

It came after Royal Mail announced it 
was to reduce the workforce in offices up 
and down the country, including 17

The plans to cut jobs include 10 in Ely, 
three in Soham, two in Sutton and one 
each in Littleport and Isleham.

The CWU has blasted the proposed cuts, 
claiming they will also reduce earning 
potential and take-home pay. 

A Royal Mail spokesman said: “We 
cannot understand why the union is 
claiming to support modernisation when it 
is pursuing a policy of actively opposing 
the changes we need to make to ensure 
there is a successful future for the business, 
its people and its customers.”

The decision has been made to help slash 
energy bills and reduce carbon dioxide 
emissions after leading retailers took a 
voluntary ban on stocking them earlier this 
year. 

Beverley Hudson, manageress at Artistic 
Lighting, on Littleport’s Saxon Business Park, 
described the panic-buying as “silly”. 

She said: “We had one customer who 
came in and bought 100 light bulbs. 

“It really is silly though as there are so 
many alternatives.” 

Stephen Wayman, who runs Witchford 
Lighting Centre, said: “Things have been a 
bit manic and we have had people clearing 
the shelves of the traditional light bulbs. 

“The ban is a good idea but I think it will 
take a long time for people to adjust to the 
changes and for the investment to pay off.” 

It is hoped that people will switch to using 
low-energy fluorescent and halogen bulbs 
which the Government predicts will save a 
typical home £37 a year on electricity bills. 

Also, new compact fluorescent lamps 
(CFLs), which cost around £3 and last up to 
seven years, are said to use a fifth of power 
needed to light a conventional bulb. 

But Professor Colin Humphreys, head of 
Cambridge University’s Centre for Gallium 
Nitrate, said the mercury within such bulbs 
are a cause for concern. 

He said: “Low-energy bulbs are obviously 
good but they all contain mercury. 

“This makes them hazardous if they break 
and also means we are putting mercury out 
on our landfill sites.”

Forcing bulbs for 
the festive season 


I t’s difficult to think about 
Christmas as early as 
August, but if you want 
to force hyacinths to bring 
their sweet-scented 
fragrance and colour to the 
festive table, you need to do 
it now. 

Garden centres will now be selling 
prepared hyacinths which have 
undergone heat treatment to 
bring diem on early 
Buy the biggest bulbs you can find 
and plant them in containers, 
putting broken tiles or crocks in 
the bottom and adding a thick 
layer of moss in the bottom of the 
pot to stop stagnant water from 
accumulating. You can also plant 
them in specially-prepared bulb 
fibre with good drainage to 
improve your chances of success. 
Place the bulbs close to one 
another but not touching, with 
their crowns just visible above the 
surface. Take care with watering if 
you use bowls without drainage 
holes, which you may want to 
stand on furniture at Christmas 
without staining the surface. 

With all indoor bulbs, they need to 
fill the container with roots before 
the leaves start to grow, which will 
take between 10 and 14 weeks and 
is best achieved in moist, dark, 
cool conditions. Keep the bowls of 
bulbs in a spot where the 
temperature does not rise above 
7-9C, such as a garage or frost-free 
shed. 

If the temperature goes too high 
during this period, the leaves will 
emerge too long and lanky. If the 
root system isn’t able to develop, 
you may not get flowers.

After planting and watering, wrap 
the bowls in sheets of newspaper 
and put them in the coolest shed 
or room, or place them outdoors 
against a north wall, covering 
them with 15cm of composted 
bark, sand or soil, in a procedure 
known as plunging. 

When the flower shoots start to 
emerge and are around 3cm long, 
bring them into the light but still 
keep them cool and check the 
compost, which should be moist 
but never waterlogged. 

When the flowers start to colour 
and open, bring them into a 
warmer atmosphere in the house, 
at around 18C. If you have 
planted up a few containers, 
stagger bringing them in to 
prolong the flowering period. The 
ones in the cooler environment 
will remain quite happily at an 
earlier stage until they are 
exposed to more warmth. 

Forcing bulbs doesn’t come 
without its problems. 

Central heating can be an 
obstacle as it shortens the life of 
the flowers. It helps if you can 
place the containers outside from 
time to time to give them a breath 
of cold air, and it may prolong 
flowering. You are also likely to 


have to stake them with pea sticks 
and string. 

Good containers for hyacinths 
include wicker baskets which you 
can line with plastic, or big china 
wash bowls. Another good idea is 
to plant each bulb in its own 
individual pot, around 1cm wider 
and 2.5cm deeper than the bulb. 
That way, when the flowers start to 
open you can select all those at 
exactly the same stage to be put - 
pot and all - into your chosen 
larger decorative container, which 
you can then top with moss for an 
authentic-looking display. 

Good varieties for forcing include 
Hyacinthus orientalis ‘Jan Bos’, 
which is a deep-pink type whose 
flower spikes are not so huge that 
they may stay upright without 
much staking, and the soft pink 
Anna Marie’. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 

- Sedum 

This reliable perennial, also 
known as the ice plant because 
they feel cold when you touch the 
succulent foliage on a warm day, is 
perfect at the front of the late- 
summer border. 

Its flowers, in a variety of shades 
from white to shocking pink, 
attract butterflies and bees and 
begin to colour in late summer. 
Some types have seedheads which 
look good in winter, too. 

Most sedums like well-drained soil 
in a sunny spot, and may suffer 
from stem rot if the soil is 
continually wet in summer. 
Sedums create autumn interest 
when combined with asters and 
ornamental grasses. 

They grow to about 60cm and do 
well if lifted and divided every few 
years. 

Good varieties include S ‘Autumn 
Joy’, which produces flat heads of 
salmon-pink to coppery red from 
August to November, or S 
spectabile ‘Brilliant’, which bears 
dark, rich pink flowers and grows 
to just 25cm. 

If you want a break from the 
traditional grey-green foliage, try S 
telephium subspecies maximum 
‘Atropurpureum’, which has purple 
leaves and sprays of pink flowers. 
GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT 

- Prune summer-fruiting 
raspberries 

Raspberries are extremely easy to 
prune and if done correctly will 
lead to better cropping in fixture 
years. They grow on a two-year 
cycle - the canes grow one 
summer, then fruit the next. The 
secret is to prune all the canes 
which have fruited, leaving the 
new ones which haven’t for the 
following season. 

Once you have picked and eaten 
all the raspberries you can, cut all 
the old fruited canes down to 
2.5cm (lin) above ground level. 
You can identify the old canes as 
their tops have a cluster of short 
sideshoots still showing the brown 
leaves where you picked the fruit. 
Tie in the new canes which haven’t 
fruited but have grown this 
summer to horizontal wires 
spaced around 15cm (6in) apart. If 
a lot of new canes have emerged, 
thin them out leaving the 
strongest ones 15cm (6in) apart.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


l—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
IJ available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


I Send off change of address cards. 

_ Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move.

WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
fj unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

|—| Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
^ damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

Rover and MG cars, 
such as the 45/ZS and 
75/ZT, fare little better, 
just managing to hold on 
to 20 per cent of their 
values over the same 
period. Models from a

manufacturers feature in 
the ‘bottom 10’ - 

including Proton, 
Mitsubishi and Nissan - 
and none of these 
achieves a residual value 
better than 25 per cent. 

The findings come 
from detailed analysis by 
Glass’s Guide of the 
values of all three-year- 
old cars available in the 
UK - more than 6,500 
model ranges in total. 

The 10 worst¬ 
performing cars all share 
one feature which has a 
negative impact on their 
low retained values: 
obsolescence. Adrian 
Rushmore, managing 
editor of Glass’s Guide, 
comments: “None of the 
bottom 10 models is 
currently in production. 
In fact, for almost all of 


them the last year they 
were available to buy as 
new cars was 2006. The 
used-car market has 
been offering these 
models for many years 
and they have been 
overtaken by a younger 
generation of cars with 
more stylish, modern 
designs.” 

But it’s not all bad 
news for the cars at the 
bottom of the 
depreciation pile, as 
Rushmore explains. 
“What might at first 
seem like a curse could 
be a blessing - these 
vehicles represent 
fantastic value for 
money to would-be 
buyers. For example, a 
three-year-old Rover 45 
could be purchased 
from a dealer for around 


£4,000 - some £2,500 
less than an equivalent 
Ford Focus and £3,750 
less than a comparable 
Volkswagen Golf.”

Car makers ensure Euro-NCAP success 


THE latest batch of Euro- 
NCAP safety tests have 
come in - and very 
interesting reading they 
make. 

Such is the investment in 
safety these days that makers 
of cars of all shapes and sizes 
have been celebrating this 
week following the news that 
their vehicles have been 
awarded the coveted five-star 
accolade. 

The Honda Insight has been 
rated one of the UK’s safest 
cars, setting the benchmark for 
hybrid cars, according to the 
new independent crash testing 
results from Euro-NCAP. 

The Insight is in good 
company, with the Jazz, Civic 
and Accord all awarded the 
maximum five-star rating 
since the introduction of the 
new rating scheme. 

Euro-NCAP’s new rating 
scheme focuses on the 
vehicle’s overall safety perfor¬ 
mance which gives consumers 
an easy to understand single 
score. The new system con¬ 
siders passenger protection 
during impact to the front, 
side and rear of the car, and 
pole (if the car impacts with a 
tree or other fixed narrow 
object), child protection and 
pedestrian protection. The 
availability of driver safety aids 
is also considered. 

The new Toyota Prius has 
achieved the maximum 5-star 
vehicle safety rating in the 
latest 2009 Euro NCAP test 
results. 

Achieving an overall score of 
83 per cent, Prius is the third 
Toyota model to be granted a 
5-star rating this year, after the 
new Toyota Avensis and iQ. 

The new full hybrid Prius 
carries over the safety 
credentials of the previous 
generation, which also 
achieved the maximum 5-star 
rating for occupant safety 


protection in 2004. 

New Prius is equipped with 
upgraded active, passive and 
pedestrian safety features and 
is built with a highly rigid, 
impact absorbing bodyshell 
that contains a higher 
proportion of high tensile 
steel. 

Standard features include 
seven airbags and active 
headrests. The Electronically 
Controlled Braking (ECB) 
regeneration system 

incorporates Brake Assist (BA), 
Traction Control (TRC), and 
steering-assist Vehicle Stability 
Control (VSC+). 

Prius is fitted with seven 
airbags as standard: driver and 
front passenger front and side 
airbags; driver's knee airbag; 
and curtain airbags. 

All seats feature three point 
seatbelts with Emergency 
Locking Retractor (ELR), 
pretensioner and force limiter. 
The front wings feature an 
impact absorbing bracket to 
reduce the chances of head 
injury, the bonnet catch is 
located well down from the 
upper bonnet surface and the 
bonnet structure itself has an 
impact absorbing cavity to 
maximise the impact stroke. In 
addition, the cowl area has an 
easily crushable structure to 
reduce the impact if struck 
from above. 

New Prius officially went on 
sale in the UK on August 1, 
with more than 3,000 orders 
already placed. 

The new Polo has also been 
subjected to the more stringent 
Euro-NCAP crash tests and 
received the best possible score 
of five stars. Volkswagen put 
together a safety package for 
the 5th-generation Polo 
including optimised body 
structure, a highly effective 
belt-and-airbag combination 
and driver-assist systems. The 
result is the safest compact car 
in the world.
